Of Cancer 


Experiments 


“TOKYO.-— Research and 
laboratory staff members of 
the Army's 406th Medical 
Genera! Laboratory near 
Camp Zama have been told of 
successful experiments’ to 
combat cancer with anti- 
biotics., 

A noted Japanese cancer ex- 
pert, Dr. Toju Hata of the Kitasato 
Institute in Tokyo, described sev- 
¢ral new antibiotics which were 
found- to effect. “remarkable de- 
struction of tumor cells” in experi- 
mental animals, principally the 
rat. 

One. of the antibiotics is now be- 
ing tried in the treatment of can- 
cer patients at a Japanese univer- 
sity hospital. Certain of the ex- 
periments with animals have been 
confirmed by the Sloan-Kettering 
Cancer Institute in New York. 
Dr. Hata visited the laboratory 
at the invitation: of Col. Joe M. 
Blumberg, commanding Officer, 
and spoke before the weekly pro- 
fessional meeting.

The purpose of the study. was to 
determine the present and future 
highway and street needs within 
and through the reservation. One

_ mortar shells, learning the proper way to bury such materiel, 
to emplacé a mortar and generally be ready to lead a “pick- 
up” crew of ammunition bearers. :

By accepting these men now, the Army can integrate 
these potentially displaced persons in an orderly way. By 
saying, “I Want You!” now, before these fliers are crowding 
the sidewalks looking for jobs, the Army can best serve the 
people and the nation. 

Some Air Force officials may become angry when they

Impact’ Most Necessary Feature 
Of Photos That" Capture Prizes 


By JACOB’ DESCHIN | 
wet do judges look soe 
in photographic con- 
tests? In a word, impact. 
Which means, in a picture, the 
punch line of the situation. That 
is, a striking impression of the 
photographer’s reaction to the sub- 
ject. Too vague? Wéll, let’s try 
again. A. winning picture is one 
which holds the interest long after 
the first look. It is exciting, dra- 
matic, sometimes funny, in short, 
a stopper. It says something fast, 
to the point, and so effectively that 
it attracts and satisiies the jury at 

first sight.

A well picture 
will command attention. Once the 


contestant masters this, all he 
needs is a good idea xnd enough 
enthusiasm to canty it across in 
his picture. 

. But. technique, however 
sirable, is never a substitute for 
an idea conveyed with originality 
and persuasiveness. This has 
been proved.time after time in 
contests I have judged. 


Judges may gripe at- poor print 
quality and blurry details but they 
will always come back and make 
excuses for the print that has that 
precious ingredient: a new way of 
seeing an old subject, the rare ges- 
ture, expression, movement and in- 
cident that make the judges sit up 
quickly and yell “Wow” in unison. 

In the recent Interservice Com- 

tion at the Pentagon in Wash- 
gton, where I was one of the 
jurors, some well-printed pictures 
just got by, and some less perfect 
technically zoomed ahead. They 
‘did so largely because they were 
more natural, spontaneous ex- 
préssion of individual reactions to 
what the photographer looked at. 
They were vital experiences felt 
strongly and communicated in the 
same vein. The photographer act- 
ed quickly where action was criti- 
cal, more deliberately when the 
picture needed time. 


WILLIAM H. LEONARD of 
Rochester, N. Y., the teenager who 
took first prize in his class in the 
1956 Graflex contest with the pic- 
ture reproduced on this page, had 
no time to think about composition. 
He simply set the shutter speed on 
his Speed Graphis at 1/1000th and 
the lens aperture at £/16, readied 
himself .for the shot »nd_ blazed 
away when it reached him. This 
was technique joined to the mood 
of action. 

Want a few tips? Be alert 
when things are happening, an- 
ticipate possibilities, set your 
camera for the exposure that will 
be needed, pick the most promis- 
ing viewpoint, and forget every - 
picture you ever saw. (That elim- 
nates cliches).

WASHINGTON.—For service- 
women, Social Security works 
substantially as it does for men. 

The working mother at death

Farther north, Séviet possession 
of the Kurile Islands permits Soviet 
naval forces to reach the open 
Pacifie, but only under constant 
threat from our own naval and air 
forces operating from the Aleutian 
Islands. 

Elsewhere in the Pacific there 
are no Soviet bases, but plenty 
belonging to the Western world. 
Still farther south, the continent 
of Australia forms a solid bastion 
and reservoir of resources, 

Thus the naval position of the 
United States, re-examined in the 
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light of modern requirements and 
of the wae increased range and 
speed of modern naval and naval 
air forces, is not so unfavorable 
after all. 


WE, in the 19th 
century, have taken steps to turn 
geography to aecdunt, to establish 
ourselves in| positions from which 
we can use our naval fighting force 
with effect... - 

Even in the -Mediterranean, we 
are supporting our fleet, as Britain 


did hers, by securing strong posi- 


tions» in east and west—inTurkey 
and the Iberian Peninsula. 

It is true that the value of all 
these positions must constantly be 
weighed and reweighed in the scale 
of their vulnerability to hostile air 
attack.. Defense of a base is no 
longer a matter of the handful of 
infantry battalions and. garrison 
artillery with which the British 
used to hold Gilbraltar and Malta. 

It is a matter of very large and 
expensive defense forces, land, air 
and sea, widely dispersed and 
capable of being quickly reinforced. 

* But the principle is the same 
—the base exists for the support 
of the mobile striking forces de- 
pendent upon it, and in their vig- 
orous offensive action it finds its 
best chance of survival,

Mainly in 
view of the dangers from nuclear 
weapons to a massive concentra- 
tion of men, it has become neces- 
sary to shy away from these con- 
centrations which could be wiped 
out with a single blast.

ROA to ‘Present Retirement 
Equality Views to Congress 


By STEVE TILLMAN 


WASHINGTON. —Reserve officers, primarily those on active- duty in the Army Air 
Force, are concerned over what they believe to be discrimination in retirement benefits. This 
is especially true in matters relating to disability retirement. 


Congress tried to place all mili- 
tary personnel, Regular and non- 
Regular on an equal footing by that 
provision or the Selective Service 
Act of May 18, 1917 which reads: 
“That all officers and enlisted men 
of the forces herein provided for, 
other than the Regular Army, shall 
be in all respects upon the same 
footing as to pay, allowances and 
pensions as officers and enlisted 
men of corresponding grades and 
length of service in the Regular 
Army.” 

There can be no doubt that Con- 
gress intended Reserve or non- 
Regular officers to be treated on 
a par with Regulars. This includes 
retirement under Title III of PL 
810. This was further backed up 
on. May 24, 1928 when Congress 
enacted the Tyson-Fitzgerald bill 
which said, in effect, there ‘shall 
be no distinction between the Regu- 
lar and the citizen soldier when 


| disabled in war service. 


The basic premise here is that 
Reserve. officers should have all. of 
the benefits, rights and privileges 
accorded retired officers of .the|8 
Regular services. 

One privilege denied retired Re- 
serve officers has to do with travel 
on military transport. In the mat- 
ter of family medical care and 
benefits the last.session of Con- 
gress did see fit to specifically put | er 
a limitation on this benefit by re- 
quiring that the retired Reserve 
officers have at least eight years 
of active duty. 

Reserve officers are not “buying” 
these restrictions. The Reserve Of- 
ficers Association at its 1956 na- 
tional convention in New Orleans 
called on Congress to enact legis- 
lation which would spell out in no 
uncertain words that Reserve of- 
ficers retired for service—in con- 
trast to those retired for disability 
—would have the same rights and 
benefits as are accorded retired 
officers of the Regular service. The 
resolution stated “that where the 
word officer appears in any law re- 
lating to retirment, etc.,” it will 
include officers of the Reserve com- 
ponents. 

The ROA is. expected to submit 
this proposal to ‘Congress early in 
the new session. Based on the’value 


of the proposal, it is likely that 
Congress will reaffirm its position 
of May 18, 1917. 


Tracy Retrial 


Rather than appeal the Tracy 
decision directly to the Supreme 
Court, the government has asked 
the U.S, Court of Claims to hold a 
new rial on Col. Tracy’s applica- 
tion. This connot be considered by 
the court until after Oct. 2 

As ‘exclusively reviewed in this 
column of July 21, the petition of 
Col. Louis S. Tracy, an Army Re- 
servist, retired for disability, 
claimed that a Reserve officer on 
active duty in a grade lower than 
his permanent Reserve grade, re- 
tiring for disability, should -be re- 
tired in the higher permanent 
grade. This, even though no active 
duty has been performed in the 
higher permanent Reserve grade. 

Primarily, the contention was 
based on the fact that such retire- 
ment is true in the case of Reserve 
officers retiring after 20 Fe: of 
i duty, under Title II of PL 


vd its decision 113-55 (June 5, 
1956) the Court of Claims upheld 
Tracy’s contention. Normally, such 
a> decision is the answer to all 
similar problems, the next step be- 
ing to have the Comptroller Gen- 

eral render a statement.as to how 
much money is involved; Then the 
service in which the individual 
holds his commission starts the ad- 
ministrative machinery to correct 
the retired status. | 

To. wrap up all loose ends, and 
in the long run this is in the best 
interest of all other Reserve offi- 
cers facing the same situation, the 
government ¢ither asks the Su- 
preme Court to review the decision 
or asks for a new trial. 

In some instances where the serv- 
ice feels that the decision is. not 
in the best interests of the taxpayers 
it will go to Congress and ask for 
an amendment to the law so as to 
close the gap in the retirment law. 
This was done in the Seagrave de- 
cision but Congress did ‘not 
on the proposed measure.

This Old Soldier 
Had Troubles 


By BOB HOROWITZ 


LD SOLDIERS NEVER DIE, a 
novel by Wolf Mankowitz. At- 
lantic-Little, Brown, Boston. $3.50. 
Wolf Mankowitz is a sort of a 
British Nelson Algren, with an 
added touch of humor. This novel 
is about the lowest strata of Lon- 
don society (comparable to the 
Chicago and New Orleans charac- 
ters of Algren’s stories)—a couple 
of Cockneys who keep order in a 
London rubbish dump. 

The old soldier of the title is 
the Old Cock, a War I veteran with 
a rich vocabulary and a gleam in 
his eye for a heavy-set widow who 
knows how to cook. His side kick 
is a bomb-shocked little man called 
Arp (lifted from an Air Raid Pre- 
cautions sign). 

These two men, living in an 
abandoned Niessen hut, have to

Proof coins are hand polished 
sets produced at the mint. Both 
the dies used and the coin blanks 
are specially prepared in advance. 
Production is by a much slower 
process than that used for regu- 
lar coins. As a_result, the. fin- 
ished coins are perfect in design 
and are polished to a mirror-like 
finish. When completed, the 
coins are encased in cellophane 
folders so they won't be marred 
by handling. 

Proof sets consist of one of 
each type coin from the one-cent 
piece to the half dollar. Sets 
have a face value of 91c. The 
sets are made up at the Philadel- 
phia mint early each year. Sales 
run from early Spring through 
October depending on production 
schedules. 

Only coins of the current year 
are available in proof sets. They 
can be ordered from the Super- 
intendent, U.S. mint, Philadel- 
phia 30, Pa: at $2.10 per set. Per- 
sonal vhecks are not accepted. 
Orders now aré being taken for 
the 1957 sets. 

UNCIRCULATED sets are not 
quite aS:fancy, but they are still 
in considerable demand. As the 
name ‘implies, these’ are coins that 
have never been placed in circu- 
lation. They are the mass-pro- 
duced variety punched out on high 
speed power presses and lack the 
exactness and special treatment 
accorded the proof sets. 

Sale of uncireulated sets is lim- 
ited to coins produced during the 
preceding year. - Sets consist of 
two of each coin, one from the 
Philadelphia Mint and one from 
the Mint in Denver. The sets 
come in eardboard folders. 

Collectors interested in sets of 
this type must write for an appli- 
cation . blank.’ ‘These blanks are 
obtainable from the Treasurer of 
the U.S., “Tréasury “-Department, 
Washington 25, D.C. Cost of the 
coins is face. value plus postage 
and insuraffee and a  50-cent 
handling charge.

France Building Work in Home Stretch 


PARIS — Construction to meet 
US. military requirements in 
France in support of NATO—in- 
cluding 12 hospitals—has entered 
the home stretch. 

This was reported by the Joint 
Construction Agency, the combined 
Army-Navy-Air Force engineering 
organization which manages all 
U.S. armed forces construction in 
France for. the European Com- 
mand. 

More than $130 million in con- 
struction contracts—a reco was 
awarded to French firms Ahrough 
agencies of the French government 
in the fiscal year ended June 30. 
What remains now is actual con- 
struction of this outstanding vol- 
ume of contract awards which JCA, 
with a major assist from the 
French, has put through. 

“JCA could not have done the 
job it has without the extraordi- 
nary measures taken by the French 
services,” says Maj. Gen. Bernard 
L. Robinson, Director of the Joint 
Construction Agency. 

An ented number of 
contracts, each of which involved 
design work, review of plans and 
specifications, calls for bids and 
screening of bids, had to be award- 
ed by JCA, This all had to be done

1812 Cannonball 
Fired by British 
Found at Belvoir 


- FORT BELVOIR, Va. — A 24 
pound cannonball was. uncovered 
by a construction worker at Fort 
Belvoir’s Engineer Research and 
Development Laboratories today, 
142 years after it was fired by the 
British in the War of 1812. 

Unearthed by George W. Pryer 
of Washington, D. C., the cast iron 
ball was just two blocks from 
where another one was found four 
years ago. 

In the late 18th century, Fort 
Belvoir was a plantation owned by 
Col. George William Fairfax. It 
was left in care of his friend, 
George Washington, when Fairfax 
returtied to England. Years later, 
the mansion burned and left only 
odd-shaped ruins and chimneys 
standing. 

According to Raleigh B, Buzzaid, 
curator of the Corps of Engineers 
museum at Belvoir, the shot was

A..HR_ 10441 (Public Law 697) 
applies to that portion of the Sol- 
diers’ and Sailors’ Civil Relief Act 
whereby the government guaran- 
tees payment of commercial .insur- 
ance premiums. The serviceman 
must request such action. The Vet- 
erans Adminjstration — not the 
Army — will. pay, the premiums ' 
while the man is in service and for 
two years after his discharge, but 
the money advanced by VA must 
be repaid. If not, the. government 
collects the: money it put out by 
getting. the cash value.on the poli- 
cies or by attaching the veteran’s 
‘GI payments, such as insurance 
dividends or compensation.

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Emotional Outbursts 
Are Not Helping Vets 


_ By Ellis Rottman 
ONVENTIONS are a traditional and important part of most large 
organizations which have memberships spread over a large area 
The convention offers members a chance to get together at least once 
a year and renew old friendships and generally enjoy themselves. It 
also gives the organization a chance to conduct business and pass 
resolutions which at least have a semblance of national backing. 

Here, though, conventions often put their worst foot forward. 
The great danger lies in allowing the business meetings of the organi- 
zation to degenerate into mob or—more charitably—mass action. . 

SOME OF THE RECENT veterans’ conventions illustrate this point 
very well. Both the Veterans of Foreign Wars and the Disabled 
American Veterans completely condemned the Bradley Report. 

_ Unquestionably, the Bradley Report has in it many things which 
are unpalatable to even the least “professional” of veterans. But 
very few things, in any walk of life, are either all good or all bad. 
Instead of black or white, most issues tend to be varying shades of 
gray. This is true of the Bradley. Report. By condemning the report 


in its entirety, and then passing resolutions advocating some of the}forced out of service, the 


very things called for in the report, the veterans groups put them- 
ves in an awkward position. 

The VEW and the DAV called for compensation increases. And 
so did the Bradley. Report. The report also suggested ending statutory 
awards, a move which would result in reducing the compensation’ paid 
to some disabled veterans. But any survey which covers as much 


recommendations must be Bane seperetely and on its own merits. 


HOW MANY OF THE DELEGATES to the conventions actually 
knew what the report contained? -Most of them had heard only that 
the report was an “attack” on veterans, that it threatened the “tradi- 
tional” place of veterans as a privileged or special class. 

The type of emotionalism attached to the affair can best be illus- 
trated by the statement made by Cooper T. Holt upon assuming leader- 
ship of the VFW at the group’s recent Dallas convention. Of General 
Bradley, Mr. Holt said: “He has stuck his nose out and we of the 
VFW intend to cut it off.” 

Oliver E. Meadows, a man ‘whose work as staff director of the 
House Veterans’ Affairs committee hardly stamps him as “anti-veteran,” 
told delegates to the DAV convention that the Bradley report has 
some good points in it. 

- He pointed out that one outcome of the report probably will be 
the raising of compensation for the 100 percent disabled, a much 
needed hike, especially for those who are considered totally disabled 
but receive no statutory awards and thus get only $181 a month. 
Mr. Meadows also said he did not believe the parts of the report which 
are most odious to the veterans groups would be enacted into law 
under any circumstances. 

The DAV’s resolution on the Bradley Commission asked that any 
and all recommendations of the group be disregarded. . 


THE DAV. ALSO WENT ON’RECORD as opposing any changes in 
the Veterans’ Preference Act ‘@itept those that would strengthen it. 
This isn’t a very open-minded-attitude. On the face of it, it sounds 
as if the group—withcut even .giving future recommendations a hear- 
ing—is condemning all gy to weaken the act and advocating all 
suggestions to strengthen it. It is possible that some future plan to 
strengthen the act may be unfair to non-veterans—a segment of the 


ulation that still exists. ; 
ays Veterans groups have some legitimate gripes against some of the 
benefit setups as they now exist. They have a right, indeed an obliga- 
tion to their. memberships, to protect the established benefits. How- 
ever, they. serve no one’s best interest, even their own, by making 
blanket statements on highly complex problems or by substituting 
emotion for reason.
